FALL 

H  AKDY  Perennials  planted 
diu’ing  the  months  of  Sep¬ 
tember  and  October  become  well 
established  before  severe  freez¬ 
ing  weather  and  consecjuently 
bloom  abundantly  the  following 
year.  Fall  planting  is  particu¬ 
larly  advantageous  in  the  case 
of  early  spring  flowering  plants 
which  cannot  entirely  establish 
a  root  system  sufficient  to  give 
normal  bloom  unless  they  are 
planted  now.  (There  are  a  few 
exceptions  to  this  general  rule 
and  our  customers  will  always 
be  advised  of  any  varieties  that 
are  better  planted  at  some  other 
season.) 

Autumn  plantings  should  be 
covered  after  the  groundfreezes, 
usually  about  the  first  of  De¬ 
cember.  A  litter  of  clean,  loose 
straw,  cornstalks  or  leaves, 
scattered  lightly  over  and 
around  the  plants,  is  sufficient. 
Imported  Peatmoss  also  makes 
an  excellent  covering  and  has 
the  additional  advantage  that  it 
may  be  worked  into  the  ground 
in  the  spring  to  lighten  and  pre¬ 
vent  caking  of  the  top  soil  as 
well  as  to  furnish  an  excellent 
rooting  medium  for  the  plants. 

The  quantity  of  bloom  pro¬ 
duced  next  year  will  repay  for 
your  effort  to  plant  this  fall.

Dutch  Iris  (Iris  xil'hiuiit) — Variety  Van  Ez'crdingcn. 

Dutch  iris  have  not  attained  the  position  which  they  desen-e  in  outdoor  gardens.  While 
somewhat  tender,  they  easily  withstand  our  severest  winters,  if  given  a  little  protection. 
Dutch  Iris  have  grass-like  foliage  about  1  foot  long  and  produce  spikes  of  interesting,  dainty 
flowers  like  those  pictured  above. 

Bulbs  should  be  planted  only  in  the  fall.  Space  about  8  inches  apart  and  cover  with 
six  inches  of  soil.
